and then be shipped from Portland ov-

er tho Southern Pqcific.to tho destina-
tion. Often times Sulein is the destina-
tion for shipments of produce from tho
Mt. Angel and Monitor sections.

In such cases, tho ar of produce must
go from Marion county, through, Clack-ama- s

county, into Multnomah county,
back through Clackamas on tho South-
ern Pacific, back' into Marion to its
goat. Tho shipment starts in .Marion
county and its destination is' in. the
same county, yet that shipment must
go through two other counties .before
its wild journey is done.

With a connection made at Mt. An-

gel it would be n simple mutter to send
tho shipment over the Willamette Val-
ley .Southorn to Mount' Angel, turn it
over to tho Southern Pacific there and
ship it on to Sulein. There is no use-

less miles traveled in such a routo to
mill to a railroad's profits.

Of course, tho traffic between points
on the Willanietto Valley Southern nnd
towns in the valley further to the
south may be light now,'. but with a
connection mndo at Mt. Angel trade
would soon be developed between tho
two and Willamette, vnlloy counties
would be greatly enlarged and, in time,
tho whole community would benefit.
